At 4.30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
there passed from earth to an immortal 
life a young man beloved by a large cir 
cle of genuine friends-Mr. Charles T. 
Hilleary. 

For the past two months he has been 
house bound with a complication of dis- 
eases affecting his throat, lungs and stem 
exh.

OHIO RIVER PEACH BELT. 



If Pfiiucr* note Than fill the Rent 



Few people of the West have any idea 
of the great intercits involved in the 
success of a peach crop this year in the 
Ohio river peach belt. The belt, which 
includes the river counties of Indiana 
and Kentucky from Madison to 100 miles 
below, and at its widest about 70 miles 
us. produces more peaches in favora 
ble yoars than all the Eastern peach belts 
put together. t 

In it are tho great orchards of the 
Deans and Stotsenberds, of 100,000 trees 
each, larger than any other orchards in 
the world. It would be impossible to ar 
rive at an approximate idea of tbe nunv 
ber of trees on the Indiana side, since 
there are hundreds of orchards of 1,000 
to 5,000 trees, but the value of this year's 
possible crop to Southern Indiana can be 
guessed at from the fact that a peach 
tree will bear on an atvrsge three buBli 
els of peaches, which would make from 
the two orchards mentioned alone, a half 
million bushels. 

All of this fruit goes to Chicago, In 
dianapolis and Cincinnati. Should a 
failure of the crop result this year it 
will involve many fruitgrowers in 
financial ruin. Peaches In the East, 
South and Southwest have been frost 
killed ih's ysar, and tbe markets will 
bare to |,, u k mainly to this seclion for a 
•opply. «

A great deal of plowing was 
done during the week, but as vet practi 
tally no corn has been planted, though 
the work will be begun within the sourse 
of the next few days The seeding of 
oats is about completed anil it up 
in some plares and looks well. 

Strawberries are reported to be badly 
winter-killed in many localities, but ex- 
cept for this the prospect for fruit is gen 
erally excellent. Peach and plum trees 
are in full bloom and apple buds are just 
commencing to burst. Grasses of all 
kinds have grown very rapidly during 
the week and pastures and meadows look 
well as a rule. In some sections tobacco 
is reported to be backward, but in locali- 
ties where the plants are up in tho beds, 
they are reported to be in good condition. 
In this section of the state there are but 
very few reports which dissent from the 
general opinion as to the poor condition 
of wheat. It is badly winter-killed in 
many localities and some farmers are 
plowing It under and preparing the soil 
for corn. 

RA8TEBN KENTUCKY. 

The weather conditions in this section 
of the state were not quito so favorable 
as those which prevailed in other por- 
tions. There was more rain and a 
smaller percentage of sunshine, but de 
spite this great progress was made in all 
lines of farm work and vegetation made 
a most decided advance. 

During the latter half of tbe week 
much plowing wis done, though the 
work is still incomplete and no corn has 
been planted. 

Tho seeding of oats was rapidly pushed 
forward, and tome of the earlier sown 
is np and look* wall. 
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As In other sections of the state, the
